Regarding Chuck Clayton's argu- 
ment against California's proposed 
mandatory helmet law (CC Writer, 
Feb. 18-Mar. 7 issue). I might suggest 
that he be a bit more careful with his 
quotes. The actual quote from Ben- 
jamin Franklin is, “They that give 
up essential liberty to obtain a little 
temporary safety deserve neither lib- 
erty nor safety."

“I heard the crowd screaming," said Team 
Honda’s Rick Johnson.

Orange Bowl Stadium. 

Lechien forced his Kawasaki inside 
Johnson and snatched the lead away, 
but Johnson quickly retaliated by 
squaring off the same turn and stuff- 
ing his way back into the lead. From 
then on, Johnson put his Honda into 
overdrive, pulled away and captured 
his second-in-a-row supercross vic- 
tory. 





With two wins under his belt this 
season, Johnson is slowly picking 
away at Jeff Ward's series points lead. 
"Im on the comeback trail," said 
Johnson, “апа I'm fired ир.” 

Ward, who wasriding with a broken 
right ankle, finished third. “I broke it 
last week in San Diego when I cased it 
over a jump,” said Ward. “It’s pretty 
sore, but I'm going to have to wait 
until after Daytona to have screws 
put in. Then I'll have a couple of 
weeks to recuperate before the next 
race in Seattle." Ward was riding in 
Miami with a plastic brace support- 
ing his ankle. 

Оп а hot, muggy night in southern 
Florida, more than 18,000 spectators

witnessed the first-ever supercross 
event in Miami, and Johnson, 
Lechien, Ward, Keith Bowen and 
Johnny O'Mara took the top five 
honors. 

The main event, however, got off 
to a rocky and scary start when Team 
Yamaha's Broc Glover and Johnson 
got the jump on the pack, but Glov- 
er's front wheel washed out from 
underneath him in the first turn, tak- 
ing out nearly half the pack with him 
when he crashed. Johnson, Lechien, 
Ward and O'Mara were among those 
who avoided the pile up, and went on 
to battle throughout the main. Glover 
had to be carried off the track on a 
stretcher. 

“They took him to the hospital for 
some X-rays," said Yamaha's Keith 
McCarty. “Не had a cut across his 
head and got hit in the back and in 
the ribs. But other than that, I think 
he'll be okay." 

In the 125cc class, Suzuki's Ronnie 
Tichenor made good use of a hole- 
shot in the main and led from start to 
finish, collecting his first win of the 
series. Second overall went to Yamaha 
rider Kenny Bollmeier, while Tich- 
enor's Suzuki teammate Keith Tur- 
pin finished third. 


Heats 

On what many riders described as 
an easy, but good (and short) race 
course, the first heat race got under- 
way with Glover dominating. The 
Yamaha pilot quickly jumped out to 
an early lead while Danny Storbeck, 
Jo Jo Keller, Fred Andrews and Jeff 
Stanton chased. 

The battle for second place was 
intense and lasted throughout the 
eight-lap moto. Honda-mounted 
Storbeck managed to maintain his 
number two position despite heavy 
pressure from Andrews late in the 
race. Keller and his Kawasaki secured 
an immediate trip to the main after 
stuffing Stanton in a turn and push- 
ing the Yamaha rider off the track. 
Stanton recovered to finish sixth be- 
hind Ryan. 

The second heat race saw Kawa- 
saki rider Eddie Warren take the 
holeshot ahead of Yamaha's Jeff Liesk 








and O'Mara. In the second turn of the 
race, O'Mara crashed. 

“I just went to the outside where I 
hadn't been before," said O'Mara, 
"and it was real slick. The front end 
went out really quick and put me 
down." 

With O'Mara out of contention, 
Leisk found himself way out in front, 
ahead of Yamaha rider Ross Peder- 
son, Warren and Jeff Frisz. 

Near theend of the moto, however, 
Leisk lost concentration and bailed 
over the whoops, handing the lead to 
Warren, who had passed Pederson 
four laps earlier. Leisk managed to 
salvage third behind winner Warren 
and Pederson. Honda rider Dean Mat- 
son finished fourth; O'Mara was 
forced to transfer via the semis. 

Johnson had smooth sailing in the 
third heat race, taking a wire-to-wire 
victory. Billy Frank was second at the 
end of the first lap, but was passed by 
Johnson's teammate, Micky Dymond, 
during lap two. 

The only real dice in the race took 
place between Team Suzuki riders 
Erik Kehoe and George Holland. 
The two dueled throughout the moto 
with Kehoe getting the upper hand. 
Johnson won the race, followed by 
Dymond, Frank and Kehoe. 

Johnson later received, for the sec- 
ond time this season, a $1000 check 
from the Coors Cup program for set- 
ting the fastest heat race time. 

Bowen nailed the holeshot in the 
fourth heat, but was passed by Lechien 
on the first lap through a section of 
whoops. Ward spent the next two 
laps dicing back and forth with Bow- 
en, until Bowen dropped his front 
wheel off the side of a tabletop jump 
and lost momentum. Bowen kept 
third place inches ahead of Honda 
rider Larry Brooks. The rest of the 
race was uneventful; Lechien took an 
easy win, followed by Ward, Bowen 
and Brooks. 


Semis 

The first semi saw Holland, Ryan, 
Yamaha-mounted Brian Manley and 
Stanton battle for the lead. Holland 
led off the start with Manley in close 
pursuit. When Manley tried to dive

inside of Holland ina turn, he clipped 
Holland's rear wheel to high-side out 
of contention. At that point, Stanton 
took over second place and reeled in 
Holland. Two laps from the finish, 
Stanton motored his Yamaha by Hol- 
land in the whoops for the win; Hol- 
land took second. 

O'Mara came out of the starting 
gate breathing fire in the second 
semi. There wasn't much doubt about 
who was going to win as he jetted 
into a commanding lead. 

While O'Mara cruised way out in 
front, Guy Cooper and Suzuki- 
mounted Frisz battled for second place 
every lap. Many times the two riders 
were side-by-side and, at one point, 
they collided, but Cooper held onto 
his lead and began pulling away late 
in the race. O'Mara easily won ahead 
of Cooper and Frisz. 


Last chance qualifier 

The LCQ featured a dogfight be- 
tween Honda rider Ryan and Man- 
ley. It turned out to beone of the most 
brutal battles of the night because 
they bounced off each other lap after 
lap. Things didn't settle down until 
Manley washed out with two laps to 
go. Ryan took the win for the final 
transfer spot of the night. 

Main 

Both Johnson and Glover got the 
jump at the start of the main, but 
Johnson had about a wheel length on 
Glover as they headed into the first 
turn. Glover lost the front end, how- 
ever, and the resulting crash created a 
huge pile up. Crashing riders included 
Brooks, Pederson, Stanton, Holland, 
Dymond, Cooper and Keller. 

Lechien, who managed to avoid 
the pileup, said, “It looked like Broc 
came in awfully fast and couldn’t 
stop. It was super slick right there.” 

“I was first going into the first 
turn," said Johnson. “I mightve 
started it, but I don’t know for sure.” 

Ward also narrowly missed being 
taken out. “It was close," said Ward. 
“I was on the inside because I didn't 
want that to happen to me. I knew 
something like that was going to 
happen in the main.” 

Dymond, however, wasn't as lucky 
as Ward. “It happened pretty fast," 
said Dymond. “Вгос fell right in 
front of me. There was nothing I 
could've done, and I hit him pretty 
good. I just hope he's okay." 

Meanwhile, the battle for the lead 
was on with Johnson out in front, 
closely followed by Lechien. O'Mara 
was third, inches ahead of Ward, 
Bowen, Andrews, Warren, Kehoe and 
Leisk. 

Alap later, Ward slipped by O’ Mara 
but found himself a long way behind 
leaders Johnson and Lechien. At that 











point, Ward madea bid for the leaders. 

"I was trying to catch up for the 
first seven laps, and I was going 
pretty good,” said Ward. “They were 
battling and losing a little time, so I 
caught up. Then I cased it really hard 
and both my wrists went numb and 
my ankle started throbbing. I knew 
Ricky was going fast, and there was 
no way I was going to catch him, so T 
stayed where I was.” 

After five laps, both Johnson and 
Lechien were already dealing with 
lappers, and this is when Lechien 
made up time on Johnson. Two laps 
later, Lechien was looking for a clear 
line around Johnson and saw his 
chance through a tight right-hand 
turn. 

"Igot underneath Rick and passed 
him," said Lechien, “‘but he squared 
off the turn and cut back underneath 
me." 

"Ronnie's real aggressive," said 
Johnson. “Не came in on me and 
would've stuffed me, so I hit the 
brakes and squared it off. He was too 
committed on the outside and I passed 
him back." 

At that point, Johnson started to 
pull away from Lechien. 

“After that move," said Lechien, 
“we caught up to some more lapped 
riders and I missed a couple of jumps 
that blew the steam out for me. I 
started missing lines and making 
mistakes. I figured I'd better just keep 
my wheels on the ground and settle 
for the points I need. Basically, I 
cruised around for the rest of the 
race." 

“Не (Lechien) stayed with me fora 
little while," said Johnson, “but I 
think some lappers might've messed 
him up." - 

At this point, Johnson developed a 
cautious lead while Ward followed a 
long way behind in third. Bowen was 
a distant fourth with O'Mara keep- 
ing close tabs on the Yamaha rider.

The remaining eight laps were 
uneventful. The only action took 
place back in seventh through 11th 
positions as Cooper, Frank, Keller, 
Storbeck and Kehoe, who was run- 
ning about seventh early in the race 
before washing out over a tabletop 
jump, battled. 

When it was all over, Johnson won 
with 12 seconds to spare over Lechien, 
who enjoyed a 20-second advantage 
over Ward. Way back in fourth was 
Bowen, followed by O'Mara. 

"My confidence is really good," 
said Lechien. “Гуе finished second 
three times now, and I'm ready for a 
win. I think I can catch Jeff in points, 
but I’m a little worried about Rick. 
He's riding real strong right now." 

Still bothered by a nagging knee 
injury, O'Mara said, “I was right in 
there, running second or third at the 
start, but I had a couple of guys go by 
me. There's no excuse." 


125 Main 

After Suzuki riders Tichenor and 
Turpin won their heat races, the 
main was set and it was Tichenor and 
Bollmeier getting the jump on the 
pack. Cagiva rider Michael Jones was 
third followed by Turpin. 

As Tichenor and Bollmeier dueled 
down the first section of whoops, 
Tichenor got a wheel length on the 
Yamaha rider and found the hot line 
around Bollmeier following a right 
turn and took the lead. 

Once into the lead, Tichenor 
stretched his advantage over Boll- 





meier, who maintained a small dis- 
tance on Jones, who was being 
hounded by Turpin in every turn. 
Although Turpin looked to beriding 
a little out of control and making 
mistakes, he was still able to keep 
Jones in sight. As soon as Turpin 
settled down and into his groove, the 
Suzuki rider set up Jones through a 
double jump. Turpin flew past Jones, 
taking over the number three position. 

From that point on, the top four 
riders remained spread out while 
Jones, Chris Coleman, Todd DeHoop, 
David Graff and Barry Carsten bat- 
tled for fourth. 

At the checkered flag, it was 
Tichenor taking top honors ahead of 
Bollmeier, Turpin, Jones, Coleman 
and DeHoop. ө

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ne in the first 250cc Pro moto. Dugmore 
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Mike Healey (right) topped the 125cc Pro class with a 2-2 tally. Rick Ryan 
(left) arrived at the track just before the start of the first moto, but carded a 


4-1 score for second overall. 


Healey posted a 2-2 score to win the 
125cc Pro class, but Cagiva-mounted 
Dubach's eighth place overall finish 
was good enough to net the series 
championship for the Italian bike 
manufacturer, their first major U.S. 
motocross title. 

The 250cc class belonged to Smith, 
who won both motos wire-to-wire. 
Smith may have won, but Davis' 
third place overall was all that was 
needed to capture the 250cc crown. 

Myerscough reeled off two convinc- 
ing moto victories in the 500cc class, 
but his performance wasn't enough 
to overcome Fisher's points lead and 
the Santee, California, resident went 
home with the championship. 

“Rocket” Rex Staten gave everyone 
а зсаге аз, for the first time in the series, 
he almost didn't win both motos. 
Honda rider Gary Semics led a large 
portion of both Vet Pro motos, but 
Staten managed to reel Semics in and 
once again won both motos. 

Suzuki-mounted Jimmy Gaddis 
picked up the Mini Expert class win 
with a 1-2 score. Gaddis won the first 
movo despite a first-lap fall and in the. 
second moto had the lead until he 
was passed in the final laps by Iowa's 
Chad Pederson. 

Collin Dugmore zapped the hole- 
shot in the first 250cc Pro moto, lead- 
ing Gary Butcher, Jon Nelson, Davis 
and Jeff Matiasevich on the first 
circuit. 

Smith got on the gas on lap two 


and passed Dugmore going up the 
first uphill on the course and then 
immediately started to pull away. 
Dugmore also lost second place to 
Nelson later in the lap, dropping 
him to third. 

From lap two on Davis was virtu- 
ally unchallenged for the lead and he 
stayed there the entire moto. 

While Smith was 11 seconds ahead 
a good battle took place for the second 
through fifth place positions. Mati- 
asevich quietly made his way up 
from fifth on lap one and into second 
by the fourth lap. Nelson remained 
in fairly close contact with Matiase- 
vich until lap seven when Matiase- 
vich started to pull away. 

Dugmore hadn’t given up, and late 
in the moto he charged by Nelson 
and started to close in on Matiasevich. 
Dugmore's charge came too late, how- 
ever, and he couldn't get around 
Matiasevich on the last lap and had 
to settle for third. 

Several riders, including Matiase- 
vich, rammed the gate in the second 
250cc moto, causing a restart. When 
the gate dropped on the restart it was 
Davis who blasted off the line first 
and led the field into turn one. 

Davis' stint in the lead was short 
lived as he faded back in the pack and 
Billy Ardris, Smith and Dugmore 
roosted into the top three spots. Smith 
spent little time in second as he soon 
got by Ardris and was long gone, tak- 
ing the win by a comfortable margin.

Smith left behind an intense duel 
for second between Ardris and Dug- 
more. Dugmore remained glued to 
Ardris’ rear fender for the first five 
laps of the race, then saw an opening 
on lap six and forced his way by. 
After Dugmore was in second, Ardris 
steadily dropped back allowing Doug 
Fellers and Davis to move into third 
and fourth places, respectively. Davis 
passed Fellers on the last lap to grab 
third and seal his 250cc Series Cham- 
pionship. The overall went to Smith 
with Dugmore and Davis rounding 
out the top three. 

“Today I had a pretty good ride," 
Davis said. “I was just trying to stay 
consistent, all I had to do was finish 
in the top 10 to get the overall series 
win, but I tried to go all out because I 
wanted to get the overall too. I had a 
bad first moto and I wanted to do a lot 
better in the second and ended up 
getting third. It feels good to win the 
championship. This is my first 
Golden State Nationals and I want to 
continue to win them." 

Fisher proved to have the quickest 
reflexes off the line in the first 500cc 
Pro moto and he was able to stretch 
out a small lead on second-placed 
Mike Larson on lap one. A heated 
battle developed for the third place 
spot with five riders within a bike 
length of each other. Rob Andrews, 
Myerscough, Scott Tyler, Larry Dash- 
iell and Willy Simons were the sol- 
diers in the battle. 

Myerscough began his charge to 
the front on lap two as he jammed 
past Andrews and drew a bead on 
Larson. The top three remained in 
formation for the next two laps with 
Fisher holding a small advantage 
over Larson and Myerscough. 

On lap four Fisher lost concentra- 
tion and overshot a berm, allowing 
Larson and Myerscough to zero in 
on him. Larson attempted to get by 
Fisher, but in the process, left an 


opening for Myerscough to sneak by 





into second. On lap five Myerscough 
caught and passed Fisher and from 
that point on he was in complete con- 
trol, easily taking the win. 

Fisher suddenly began to fade after 


Myerscough got past, eventually al- . 


lowing Larson, Andrews and Simons 
to pass him before the end of the 
moto. : 

“Гуе been sick all week," Fisher 
said after the moto. “I had a really 
high fever yesterday and I still have 
one today. I wanted to win, but it's 
taken a lot out of me." 

Tyler led briefly at the start of the 
second 500cc moto, but his front 
wheel washed out near the end of the 
first lap. As the pack crossed the line 
at the end of lap one it was Larry 
Dashiell, Myerscough, Mark Banks 
and Larson. 

Myerscough sliced past Dashiell at 
the base of the big downhill on lap 
two and the race was basically over 
after that. Myerscough reeled off some 
quick laps and pulled away from the 
pack to take the victory. 

Larson passed Dashiell on lap two 
and spent the rest of the race in 
second place with no challengers. 
Fisher put together an inspired ride 
in the second moto cutting through 
the pack after a slow start to claim 
third place honors and clinch his title 
with a third overall finish. 

“I feel really good," Fisher said. 
"Everything just paid off, doing good 
through all the different conditions 
in the series, it worked out well, I was 
real consistent and it paid off. Brian's 
a real fast rider, but the consistency 
just wasn't there and that's what won 
the championship. I have really got 
to thank my father, he's supported 
me through all the years of racing 
and he's really done the best job in 
the world for me and my bikes.” 

In the 125cc Pro class, A.J. Whit- 
ing grabbed the holeshot in the first 
moto with Rick Ryan in hot pursuit. 
Whiting and Ryan steadily pulled 
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Vet Pro class champ Rex Staten (1R) trailed Gary Semics in both Vet Pro 
motos. Staten still took wins in both motos. 





away and by lap two they had opened 
up a small gap on the third place 
rider Smith. 

Whiting continued to lead and put 
a little distance on Ryan, who was 
involved in а duel for second with 
Smith. Smith was pressuring a tired 
Ryan, who finished 12th in the Miami 
Supercross the previous night, and 
on lap three Smith rammed his way 
by and took over second place. 

Healey was charging up from a 
slow start and by lap five he was chal- 
lenging Ryan for the third place spot. 
Ryan and Healey traded third place a 
couple times, but Healey disposed of 
Ryan on the next lap and set out after 
Smith. 

Smith made Healey's job easier by 
spinning out on lap six and falling 
back to fourth. Healey was now within 
six seconds of Whiting, but he 
couldn't get much closer than that. 
Whiting held onto a safe lead and 
took the win, Healey was second and 
Smith got past Ryan to move into 
third. 

In thesecond moto Manneh quickly 
powered into the lead, but Ryan 
jammed past near the end of the lap. 
Ryan and Manneh had an intense 
battle for the lead with Whiting and 
Smith a very close third and fourth. 
Ryan and Manneh swapped the lead 
back and forth during the first four 
laps. Ryan took the lead for good on 
lap three as Manneh remained close 
but couldn't get past. 

Whiting and Smith bumped on 
lap two; Smith went down and Whit- 
ing dropped back allowing Davis, 
Healey and Dubach to move into the 
third, fourth and fifth place slots. 
Healey worked his way past Davis от 
lap four and Whiting was past Davis 
on lap five. 

Healey began to challenge Man- 
neh for second on lap six and on lap 
seven both riders raced up the long 
uphill side-by-side.

“The first moto I got a pretty bad 
start," Dubach said. “And then I got 
forced off the track on the first lap 
and that. put me back to about 18th, 
but I managed to get into the top 10 
and finished in eighth place. I gota 
lot better start in the second moto and 
I just rode real smooth and real con- 
sistent so I could win the champion- 
ship. 

“I’m real happy with the way every- 
thing turned out, I've got to thank 
Paul Thede, he's kept my bike run- 
ning through the whole series and 
the Cagiva has worked really well for 
me. I'm really glad that we won the

ies or the Honda Hurricane Series, 
but will concentrate on the 250cc 
road race class beginning with the 
first event at Daytona on March 7. 


Three-time Battle of The Twins (now 
Pro Twins) champ Jimmy Adamo 
will celebrate his 30th birthday at 
Daytona this year. If you see Adamo 
around the Speedway on Monday, 
March 2, say, "Happy Birthday!" 


Also celebrating his birthday at 
Daytona on March 2 will be road 
racer Doug Brauneck. Brauneck, 
who in the past has campaigned 
his own Formula One machine and 
a Formula Two bike owned by 
AMA Chairman John Hasty, will 
be eating birthday cake for the 
22nd time. 


Purses at AMA National Champion- 
ship races contributed over two mil- 
lion dollars ($2,017,820) to riders' 
wallets in 1986. Dirt track racing led 
the list ($757,000) ahead of road rac- 
ing ($686,000), supercross ($354,820) 
and motocross ($220,000). 


AMA pro racers were awarded 
nearly a half million dollars 
($486,862) in point fund money 
last year. This included sponsored 
point funds from Camel ($275,000 
— dirt track and road race), Nip- 
pondenso ($100,000 — 250cc 
Supercross) and Castrol. ($16,600 
— 125cc Supercross). The balance 
came from AMA point funds which 
are accumulated during the sea- 
son based on the number of entries 
at the events. The AMA programs 
were for dirt track Regionals 
($32,600), dirt track Nationals 
($35,603) and road race Nationals 
($27,262). 


For 1987, the AMA point fund figures 
will be substantially higher because 
of Camel’s increase to $475,000 in its 
program. Castrol will award $40,000 
in the 250cc Grand Prix (formerly 
Formula Two) road racing series, 
and AMA's newest road race class, 





Supersports, has picked up a $10,000 
point fund sponsorship from EBC 
Brakes. Nippondenso has bowed out 
of the Supercross scene, claiming 
that the dollar/yen situation has 
caused them to institute budget cut- 
backs. Taking up some of the slack 
caused by Nippondenso’s withdrawal 
is the news that AMA supercross 
promoters have negotiated a $20,000 
point fund with Coors beer that will 
pay winners of qualifying heats at 
selected supercross events. Also, RK 
Chain has offered a contingency pro- 
gram for motocross and supercross 
that guarantees a minimum payout 
of $25,000. 


In 1986, a total of $286,975 was 
posted in AMA dirt track and road 
race contingency programs. By 
season's end, $112,754 had been 
paid out to riders with Formula 
One champ Randy Renfrow taking 
home the most money, $12,600. 
The '87 contingency postings are 
up a total of 15 percent to 
$337,525. Of that, $174,075 is 
offered in road racing, with 
$163,450 up for grabs in Expert 
and Junior class dirt track events. 


Add Road Atlanta to Laguna Seca 
Raceway as a possible site for a 1987 
round of the World Championship 
Road Race Series. A West German 
has reportedly applied for a sanction 
from.the FIM to conduct a U.S. 
Grand Prix at the Georgia facility 
next year. The FIM is meeting this 
week in Europe and insiders say that 
Laguna Seca will most probably get 
the nod for the Grand Prix. 


Team Yamaha's Broc Glover was 
taken to a Miami hospital follow- 
ing a first-turn crash at the Orange 
Bowl Supercross, February 22. Ac- 
cording to a Yamaha spokesman, 
Glover suffered a couple of cracked 
ribs and is expected to compete at 
the opening round of the AMA 
National Championship 250cc MX 
Series in Gainesville, Florida, 
March 1. 


Northern California's Scott Gray will 
race a Yoshimura/Motul-sponsored 
Suzuki GSXR in the 1987 Formula 


USA Road Race Series at Rosamond, 
California's Willow Springs Interna- 
tional Raceway. Thesix-round series 
gets underway April 4-5. 


Yamaha will be offering over 
100,000 prizes during the Yamaha 
FreeWheelin' FunStakes that start 
on February 25 with the Grand 
Prize winner taking home a Yamaha 
FZR1000 and a Toyota truck. 
Sweepstake forms and scratch 
cards may be obtained at the Great 
American Motorcycle and ATV 
show in Atlanta and during Day- 
tona's Cycle Week. 


AMA Government Relations Depart- 
ment staff member Roy Janson met 
with Assemblyman Richard Katz last 
month to voice opposition to Assem- 
bly Bill 36, California's mandatory 
helmet initiative. The bill was pre- 
filed by Assemblyman Richard Floyd 
(D-Gardena) and will be heard in the 
Assembly Transportation Committee, 
of which Katz is chairman, in the 
next few weeks. Janson emphasized 
during the meeting that while the 
AMA and its members stress the im- 
portance of wearing helmets, they are 
opposed to mandatory helmet laws. 
The AMA has done a major mailing 
to its road riding members in Cali- 
fornia and is urging all riders to con- 
tact their assembly and state senators 
to show their opposition to this legis- 
lation. 


Scott Parker, who finished second 
in the '86 Camel Pro Series, will 
take to the high banks of Daytona 
International Speedway next week. 
The Team Harley-Davidson rider 
will compete in the Pro Twins 
Road Race on Friday, March 6, 
aboard either Harley's famed 
Lucifer's Hammer or a Harley- 
powered Buell. The two bikes are 
going to be ridden by Parker and 
defending Pro Twins champ Gene 
Church. The decision hasn't been 
made which rider will be on which 
bike.

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How helmet laws set 
back safety 


While Assembly Bill 36 wends 
its way through the California 
legislature, we have a little time 
to reflect on what its passage 
would mean, in real life, to the con- 
tinuing cause of motorcycle safety. 

We have seen the pattern repeated 
in 30 states. Helmet laws that were 
passed in haste were repealed or mod- 
ified later. But the setback to the 
cause of voluntary helmet use may be 
long-lasting in some of those states. 
Once you have been freed of a bad 
law, you are not so eager to adopt its 
symbol as your personal choice. 

In many states, the repeal of the hat 
law for adult motorcyclists was cele- 
brated by widespread trashing of their 
helmets and going for a wind-in-the- 
hair ride. The results were predicta- 











ble: Accidents and injuries soared for 
a while. As the euphoria subsided, 
bikers gradually began wearing their 
helmets again, this time by choice, 
and the statistics improved. 

I lived in several states that had 
helmet laws. More times than I like to 
remember, my helmet has been ripped 
off in those states. They cut the strap 
right off the holder, because all the 
thief thought he needed was some- 
thing that looked like a helmet, not 
one that worked. The first time this 
happened, I came to theairport park- 
ing lot after a short flight to discover 
just a D-ring in the helmet holder on 
my bike. This was weird. Nobody 
ever stole the seatbelt out of my car. 
Now what? I couldn't legally ride 
home bareheaded. After all my advo- 
cacy of voluntary helmet wearing, I'd 
hate to be caught dead without one. 
Fortunately I made it home without 
accident and the ticket was dismissed 
in court. 

Have you ever wondered why states 
with helmet laws have a higher rate 
of death per accident? Maybe it is 
because the bikers wear cheap or 
defective helmets. I hope nobody got 
in an accident wearing my ripped-off 
helmet. A helmet without the strap 
securely fastened is worse than none 
at all. 

Those of us who always wear a 
helmet when the motor's running 
might think we wouldn't be affected 
too much by making it the law of the 





land. But I think even our thin mar- 
gin of safety is eroded a little bit by 
the illusion, on the part of some car 
drivers, that they can bump us and 
they won't have a death on their con- 
science. There are no studies to back 
up this opinion of mine, but I have 
noticed that the drivers in states that 
have helmet laws cut me less slack in 
traffic. Am I being paranoid, or are 
they really out to get me? If I am 
paranoid, who needs more paranoia? 

Now if California, which has the 
largest population of voluntarily 
helmeted motorcyclists in the states, 
enacts a helmet law, will the bikers 
who formerly chose to go bareheaded 
run out and buy the best helmet they 
can afford and wear it properly? Or 
will they follow the letter of the law 
without acknowledging the spirit, as 
bikers in other states have done, and 
wear the cheapest, stupidest hats they 
can find to keep the police off their 
case? 

One of my riding buddies is a col- 
lege student who needs both a helmet 
and a new rear tire. He cannot afford 
both at this time. Which would im- 
prove his chances more? If he asked 
me, I would advise buying a used tire 
with some tread and a cheap helmet. 
But if he chooses to buy a new tire 
first and a good helmet when he can, 
I would have to say his priorities were 
okay. After all, itis still a free country.

Bikes banned; Join the 

Sierra Club 

'The two riders were cruising 
along the same trail they'd used 
many times in the past. Nothing 
new; no signs posted against 
riding, no other people. Suddenly, . 
rangers dressed in camouflage gear 
jumped out of the bush and nabbed 
the riders. "You're busted!" said a 
ranger. Arguments about what they'd 
done wrong and an absence of any 
posting of the off limits area didn't 
prevail. Both riders were handed 
tickets and $50 fines. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of miles 
away, other riders were having their 
bikes seized and receiving citations 
also. In California alone, thousands 
of miles of roads and trails have been 
and are being closed. And it looks 
like nothing much can ebb the tide of 
land closures to bikers. 

Today, in a lengthy discussion 
with a U.S. Forest Service Ranger 
(himself a biker), I was given the rea- 
sons why the land closures have gone 
virtually unchecked in recent years. 


* Organized pressure from the Sierra 


Club, Horseman's Association and 
other special interest groups. Lack of 
any organized resistance from biker 
associations who have any large mem- 
bership or political clout. And no 
sizable amount of letters to politicians 
or government agencies defending 
the rights of bikers. No support from 
the enthusiast magazines either. 

This is a real story. Happening 
today. But it's mountain bicycles get- 
ting the ax. Not dirt or street motor- 
cycles. We are next on the agenda, 
however. In the case of mountain 
bikes (bicycles), they are being sys- 
tematically banned from parks, forests 
and all wilderness areas across the 
country. Already, theentire Mammoth 
Mountain area has been closed to 
mountain bikes. It only took the 
environmentalists two years to shut 
down this superb riding region. 

Meanwhile, on the other side of the 
street, the Sierra Club is proudly 
thumping its chest about their ongo- 
ing victories over mountain bikes. It 
is they that wrote the 1964 Wilderness 
Act words on interpreting what can 
or cannot enter wilderness areas like 
forests and parks. Here’s some excerpts 
from Southern Sierran. 

“The 1964 Wilderness Act calls for 
the exclusion of ‘mechanized’ vehi- 
cles from wilderness. A bicycle, 
though non-motorized, has a me- 
chanical advantage (wheels and gears) 
and is therefore clearly covered in the 
exclusionary clause. The Sierra Club 
strongly supports the exclusion of 
bicycles from all state and (national) 
designated wilderness.”’ 

And on the subject of all other pub- 
lic lands: "Sierra Club policy on 
mountain bikeuse . . . recognizes that 
a quiet sightseeing or exercise expe- 
rienceis . . . legitimate. However, the 
widespread use of strong-framed, 
heavy tired vehicles (mountain bikes) 
for a violent speed experience has 
resulted in a concerted effort to re-

A.R.T. Racing romps in 
Mexican Six-Hour

Finishing a controversial second, 
three laps down, was Team Scream, 
the defending CRRC Endurance 
Champions. Race officials ruled that 
Team Scream riders Mike Ryan, Craig 
Gleason and Brian Graver, riding a 
Suzuki GSXR750, finished one lap 
ahead of the Mexico City-based Pro- 
Star GSXR1100, followinga disagree- 
ment over how many laps the Mexi- 
can team had actually completed.

nder a hot Mexican sun, with 19 





American teams and two top Mexi- 
can teams on the grid. A LeMans- 
style push start was used and when 
the green flag waved, Team Scream’s 
Graver got his machine fired up first 
and led down the front straight and 
into turn one. A.R.T. Racing’s Mc- 
Donald, the 1984 National Formula 
Two Champion, followed in second, 
and Bart Winters, on the Team BMH 
Honda Interceptor 500, was running 
third. Team Bruce Wayne Keene and 
Pro-Star de Mexico (the country’s 
second Pro-Star squad) rounded out 
the top five. 

Pro-Star team captain Oscar Cas- 
tellanos finally got the team’s brand- 
new GSXR1100 into the race on lap 
two, after spending the first lap side- 
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A.R.T. Racing won the CRRC Six-Hour in Mexico, but crashed on the final 
lap, turning their immaculate GSXR1100 into a pile of twisted metal. 





lined with ignition problems. Castel- 
lanos, Mexico's 1100cc Road Race 
Champion, proved quite a problem 
for Team Scream's Graver and 
A.R.T.’s McDonald; it took the front- 
running duo several laps to get around 
the Mexican champ. 

After the third lap, Wes Winches- 
ter, on the Brisa Racing GSXR750, 
moved into fourth place, just behind 
thestrong-running Interceptor of the 
BMH team. Scream's Graver found a 
way around Castellanos in turn two. 
McDonald also moved around the 
Mexican rider and set his sights on 
Team Scream. 

A.R.T. moved into the lead a lap 
later when McDonald set a new unof- 
ficial track record in the high one- 
minute, 12-second range. According 
to the Pro-Star team radar gun, Mc- 
Donald was clocked at 181 mph at the 
end of the almost mile-long front 
straight, just before he down-shifted 
a gear to go into turn one. 

At about the same time, Team 
Ted's Donnie Nay, running in sev- 
enth overall, slid out the front end on 
his GSXR750 while exiting turn four 
with the gas on. He was up quickly 
and heading to the pits for repairs. 

“I just tried to get a good drive out 
and the front end slid sideways,” said 
Nay. “1 got back into it hoping it 
would lift up and straighten out, but 
it just went away." 

At the end of 20 laps, A.R.T.'s 
McDonald had about a seven-second 
lead on Team Scream, with Team 
BMH and Brisa Racing running third 
and fourth, respectively. 








About 45 minutes into the race, 
McDonald came into the pits to gas 
up and let northern California AFM 
rider Lindsay Thomas take control. 
Team Scream's Graver moved into 
first place and both Thomas and 
Graver passed riders in almost every 
corner as they freight-trained their 
bikes at a rapid pace around the two- 
mile circuit. 

At the end of the first hour, Team 
Banzai, on a Kawasaki Ninja 600, 
moved up to fourth, behind Team 
Bruce Wayne Keene, with Brisa Rac- 
ing and Team BMH running fifth 
and sixth. 

Thomas retook the lead for A.R.T. 
Racing 15 minutes after the first hour 
mark, when Team Scream ran out of 
gas on the back esses. After refueling, 
Craig Gleason jumped on the GSXR 
for Team Scream and moved back up 
to sixth place by the end of the second 
hour. 

When Thomas handed the GSXR 
over to fellow AFM rider Skip Gatrell, 
the A.R.T. Team had a comfortable, 
five-lap advantage over the nearest 
competition. Gatrell climbed on the 
bike and ran consistent lap times 
close to McDonald's new lap record. 

After being a lap down at the start, 
Pro-Start Racing, on bike number 
six, had moved from 18th place to 
fifth place by the end of the second 
hour, according to lap sheets. Scorers 
later discovered, however, that they 
had mistaken the Team Tyler bike, 
carrying number 65, for the Pro-Start 
machine after the Tyler bike lost a 
five from its number plate.

State of the Art 


By Len Weed 


In the past, Fantic has made strategic leaps 
up the displacement ladder en route to their 
claimed position as the world’s top selling 
trials bike. Entering the market in 1978, their 


plan was — capture the school- 
boys, then offer them larger 
bikes as they mature. Fantic 
sales figures matured along with 
their customers. In fact, this success- 
ful strategy may have contributed to 
Fantic's bout with the expansion 
blues. Problems peaked late in 1984, 
about the same time development 
began on the first (pre-Progress 2) 301. 
Fantic, then claiming a 50% grasp of 
the world market (units sold), had- 
cash-flow problems. Skyrocketing in- 
terest rates, factory expansion ex- 
penses, and supplier hassles all con- 
tributed to the manufacturer's woes. 
They filed for the Italian equivalent 
of bankruptcy protection, recovered, 
and are now operating without gov- 
ernment supervision. 

The 301 indicated a leveling ele- 
ment in Fantic's strategy. It featured 
the same 249.4cc displacement found 
in the 300 twin-shock model it re- 
placed. 

Perhaps the additional digit in the 


.model designation referred to the 


switch toa single-shock chassis. Or it 
could have signaled the addition of 
one hydraulic disc brake, a first for a 
trials bike. 

The first 301 model, released over- 
seas during the fall of 1985, reached 
American shores in March of 1986. 
The new version, the 301 Progress 2, 
debuted last December in the hands 
of team riders Bernie Schreiber and 
David Pyle at the Schreiber Cup and 
El Trial de Espana in California. 

Current two-time World Champion 
Thierry Michaud used a prototype of 
the first 301 to score a record nine 








victories in 12 starts en route to his 
1985 world title. His three non-win- 
ning rides were second place efforts. 
Refinements developed during the 
1986 season as Michaud won again 
and now appear in the Progress 2. 

The first 301 utilized a version of 
the same modified 249.4cc motor 
Michaud used on the twin-shock fac- 
tory 300 during the 1984 campaign. 
The major changes involved raising 
the exhaust port and modifying the 
exhaust system. The Progress 2 reflects 
continuing refinements. Transfer port 
size was increased and the spark plug 
was moved to improve revving capa- 
bilities without affecting midrange 
power. 

The front disc setup first appeared 
on Michaud's single-shock prototype 
for a season’s testing before going on 
the original 301 production иги. 
The 301’s disc and caliper are by 
Grimeca. For the Progress 2, Fantic 
repositioned the master cylinder be- 
hind the headlight, mounted to the 
bottom triple clamp. (American im- 
ports feature a custom number plate 
— the lighting kit is optional.) 

A cable connects the front brake 
lever to the cylinder, a hydraulic line 
runs from the cylinder down to the 
caliper on the front wheel. With the 
original 301 setup — and disc setups 
on other bikes — there’s a shorter 
range of lever movement from activa- 
tion to full lock — compared to cable- 
operated drum brakes. The lever also 
tends to offer less progressive feel. 
Most riders rapidly adjusted to the 
setup as well as the benefits — more 
consistent, fade-free stopping minus 
any cable stretch variations. The new 








Progress 2 setup seems to incorporate 
the best of both worlds: disc respon- 
siveness and consistency plus im- 
proved feel. 

Another bonus of the maintenance- 
free disc is its resistance to fade in wet 
and/or muddy conditions. Initial 
concerns over mud and water wear on 
the pads and rock damage to the disc 
have proven unfounded during the 
past year and a half. 


Initial feedback in 1985 indicated 
the possiblity of disc pad wear prob- 
lems caused by machining burrs sur- 
rounding the holes drilled in the disc. 
Because of this, the U.S. importer, 
TMI, suggested that their dealers 
chamfer the holes during setup. This 
problem has been eliminated with 
the Progress 2. 

Meanwhile, Fantic continued to 
search for the optimum pad material. 
That selection process, now sixth 
generation, has picked Newfren, a 
non-organic pad compound to max- 
imize water-resistance and minimize 
wear. 

One advantage of the new setup is 
the addition of a bleed screw on top of 
the master cylinder that allows top- 
ping off to prevent air intrusion. 

Fantic uses a Marzocchi shock built 
to their specifications for the Pro- 
gress 2. The main feature is the exter- 
nally adjustable damping. Each click 
generates a parallel change in com- 
pression and rebound damping. 

The rear section of the frame is de- 
tachable to facilitate rear-end main- 
tenance. 

Going to a single-shock frame for 
the 301 allowed Fantic to lower seat 
height while maintaining the same 
13 inches of ground clearance found 
on the 300 model. Taller riders may 
find the raised contour of the rear 
fender forces them forward into the 
saddle, eliminating the option of 
placing their buns back for sit-down 
dabbing or trail riding. 

In developing the 301, the factory 
did extensive work on the exhaust 
system to broaden the powerband 
and increase the motor's ability to rev 
out. The Progress 2 saw additional 
attention in this area. The spark plug 
was repositioned to allow higher rev- 
ving. The transfer ports were also 
enlarged. 

The 301’s compression ratio of 
10.4:1 matches that of the old 300.

The Grimeca front disc brake isn't 
very progressive. 


TMI suggests adding a head gasket to 
mellow the zip of the motor for less 
advanced riders. This change also 
makes starting and jetting easier. 
Lower level riders might consider 
adding two gaskets. Team riders used 
to drop a tooth on the countershaft 
sprocket, but that is no longer neces- 
sary with the Progress 2. 

In developing the 301, the factory 
lightened the muffler and positioned 
it lower on the bike to lower the cen- 
ter of gravity. More weight was saved 
by trimming two pounds off the fly- 
wheel. Fantic lopped off considera- 
ble width permitting them to fit a 
narrower mag case. The flywheel 
diameter increase more than offset 
the weight reduction so that the slim- 
mer, lighter motor's inertia effect is 
virtually the same, actually slightly 
increased. 

Progress 2 changes not already 
mentioned include: 

А switch to state-of-the-art Michelin 
X-1 rubber. 

A softening of clutch pull by going 
to steel driven discs. This produces a 
broader “gray area” for better feel as 
engagement begins. (A prototype 
clutch is in development utilizing 
variable rate clutch springs which is 
reported to significantly soften lever 
pull for one-finger operation.) 

Refinement of the steering stem 
and bearing which allows a tighter 
turning radius. 

А new Magura kill button. 

A switch to a chrome-moly steel 
swingarm using an alloy equivalent 
to American 4340. 

A modification of the excellent rear- 
breathing-snorkel air box that opens 
at the top. The channels into which 
the plastic carrier/filter sandwich" 
are inserted were made snugger to 
eliminate possible airbox shrinkage 
and subsequent filter bypass. 

New red, white and blue graphics. 

In the past, Fantic's zingy little 
motors — not much on bottom with 
a quick burst in the middle — had 
their fans and critics. The current 
249.4cc motor, however, offers quite 
acceptable bottom end for today's 
stop-and-go section demands plus 
noticeably smoother acceleration 
through а wider midrange plus higher 
revving capacity. 

Fantic can take much of the credit 
for the trend away from the larger,

torquier motors built by Spain in the 
"705. Michaud's world title in 1985 
was achieved on the smallest displace- 
ment to date. (Here, Scott Head broke 
the sub-300cc barrier in 1984 on a 
242cc Montesa, then repeated on 239cc 
Betas the following two years.) Cur- 
rently, almost all world contenders 
are on sub-300s. 

If Fantic does choose to increase 
displacement in the future, they have 
plenty of latitude. The bottom end of 
their motor, developed specifically 
for trials on a computer, can handle 
up to 450cc in racing applications. 

Fanticalso switched electronic igni- 
tions — from Motoplat to Zanussi 
—when they developed the 301. 

A continuing benefit of Fantic's de- 
velopment prowess is their forward- 
action kickstarter. This is handy when 
a rider stalls while climbing. 

The bikes of Fantic team riders 
Bernie Schreiber and David Pyle were 
used for testing. Scheiber, the 1979 
World Champion and three-time Na- 
tional Champion, and Pyle, National 
Number 13 in '86, are part of the TMI 
team which also includes Steve 
McNeal (Number 5), Morgan Kava- 
naugh (Number 8), Mark Manniko 
(Number 10 in his first year after 
winning the High School Champion- 
ship), and Mike West (Number 16). 

Schreiber's contract with Fantic 
and TMI brings him back to American 
competition for the entire National 
Series for the first time since 1979. 
Schreiber won the 1982 and 1983 
championships by riding the only 
five events his world schedule per- 
mitted. 

Response from team riders about 
the new bike was consistent. Raves. 

After two trials, Schreiber said, “It 
has a very forgiving engine with a 
long, progressive powerband. The 
rear end has a “heavier” traction feel- 
ing. Secure and very stable." 

Pyle commented, “I’m really happy 
with it. Last year, the front brake was 
kind of on or off. With the cable 
down to the master cylinder now, it 
has the same feel as a drum, but with 
the no-fade consistency of the disc 
brake. I played around with the new 
adjustable suspension quite a bitand 
wound up one and three-quarter turns 
out. That makes it easier for trick 
type stuff like hopping the rear wheel 
around. The shock gives the rear end 








more life, makes it feel more control- 
lable and lighter. It’s a definite im- 
provement over last year’s bike. It’s 
like when you get on Bernie’s bike or 
Michaud’s bike. They have a fine 
tuning feel to them. It’s that same 
kind of different feel from the old 301 
to the new 301. It just feels more fin- 
ished.” 

Mark Manniko picked up his new 
Progress 2 in time to take a school 
with Bernie Schreiber. After raving 
about the school, Manniko main- 
tained his enthusiasm as he talked 
about his new bike. “I like the new 
front brake better. It’s more progres- 
sive and easier to use. There’s defi- 
nitely more range in the lever travel, 
175 more progressive, giving you more 
feel in your fingers. 

“I really enjoy the adjustability of 
the rear shock. I feel it opens new 
territory, to be explored. I've tried a 
bunch of new sections because of the 
adjustability feature and I think it 
really increases your understanding 
of what the bike can do. Now you can 
make the bike more maneuverable in 
really tight stuff. The shock introduces 
a new world for hopping the rear 
end. But I guess it could get riders 
who don’t know what they’re doing 
into trouble riding on the wrong set- 
ting. I'm trying to develop the ability 
to look at a section now and know 
how many clicks to adjust the shock. 
For big steps or anywhere I need 
more unweighting, like trick riding 
— I can set less damping and get 
quicker, springier rebound. Then, 
for creek beds and rockpiles, where I 
need stability — I can use more 
rebound damping so the back end 
comes up slower so it doesn’t bounce 
or lose traction. Right now I’m run- 
ning three to four clicks out from 
max damping. “Тһе engine's basi- 
cally the same — awesome. I don't 
think I could ever use more power 
than it has," said Manniko. 

Various comments from unaffil- 
iated testers included: “The new motor 
is really smooth, has low end torque, 
is more predictable than a Yamaha. I 
was really impressed with the sus- 
pension. I could pop the front or rear 
around. The disc brake on the first 
301 was nice except for the hard pull. 
The new cable arrangement offers 
more feel". . .“I never liked Fantics 
until the 301. And the Progress 2 is 





even better. I was really surprised. 
I've never been a big lover of Euro- 
pean machinery, but if I had to go 
buy a bike right now I think I'd buy 
that Fantic”. . .“I never liked the old 
Fantics. No bottom end, just some 
quick revving. The 300 motor was 
the first they built that half interested 
me. But this 301 motor is really nice. 
The suspension is super and it's great 
to be able to dial in the shock. The 
bike seems solid, durable, like it can 
take hard riding without bending 
and twisting apart. I like that for- 
ward kickstarter. The new disc setup 
is a real bonus. And it's good to see 
they got the X-1s on the new model" 
. . “I was disappointed with thé look 
of the first 301, but the new one is 
great. It’s absolutely the best bal- 
anced, best steering, best running 
motorcycle I've ever ridden. The 
engine is so predictable, that's what 
makes the bike work so well. You

hop on and say this is home.” 

TMI also imports the 241 (212cc) 
and 200 (156cc) models on a dealer- 
order basis. And, new this year, are 
two kits — for the old twin-shock 300 
and 240 models — that allow the 
buyer to bolt together his own mono- 
shock using his old motor, wheels, 
and forks. The kits sell for $1297, 
require two minor mods to the motor 
and rear hub. 

Anyone who hasn’t tried a Fantic 
recently should take a test ride. It de- 
serves to be the World Champion’s 
bike. And it’s marketed by a distribu- 
tor, TMI, that is totally committed 
(like Cosmopolitan Motors which im- 
ports Montesa and Beta) to and sup- 
portive of trials in America. That 
consideration, plus the availability 
of a truly quality machine, merits a 
close look when it’s time to pick a 
new section mount. ө

Baker dominates 
Adelanto GP

It was a winning weekend for Yamaha 250cc 
hotshot Mike Baker when desert racers took 
to the streets of Adelanto for the running of 
the Adelanto Grand Prix. 


During two days of hectic 
racing, Baker ran away with 
the win in the 250cc class, over- 


alled the Unclassified race, led 
for most of the Pro race before a 
broken rod put him out of the run- 
ning, and then went on to ride his 250 
to victory in the Open class race. 
Baker’s Open class win, however, 
was short lived. Since AMA rules 





make it illegal to race a 250cc motor- 
cycle in the Open class, Baker went to 
race organizers and disqualified him- 
self soon after taking the checkered 
flag. 

A was having a good time,” said 
Baker after finishing ahead of all the 
Open class bikes in the final race of 
the weekend. “The course was good 
and rough and everything was going 
right. This weekend was a lot of 
fun.”

Race organizers, AMA’s District 37 
Desert Vipers M.C., had laid out a 
challenging seven-and-a-half mile 
course for this year’s event, which 
drew a weekend total of over 600 
riders. 

The first race of the weekend was a 
free-for-all Unclassified event, which 
many of the riders had entered so they 
could check the course layout before 
their main event. 

The racers lined up in waves on 
one of Adelanto's main streets. and 
when the starter's flag dropped, rid- 
ers screamed down the pavement, 
through a blocked-off intersection 
and headed out into the rollers and 
open desert. 

And it was here that the race spec- 
tators saw the first display of Baker's 
stylish riding. Baker shot into the 
lead soon after the start and began 
pulling away from the rest of the 
field. 

Local Adelanto police, who clocked 
Baker with radar guns, reported that 
he went into the paved, 90-degree 
corner in front of City Hallat63 mph 
and had dropped to only 55 mph 
coming out of it. 

Baker's 250cc Yamaha crossed the 
finish line in first overall, with Tom 
Kelly and Mickey Pascarella taking 
second and third overall. 

Baker was out in front again at the 
start of the Pro race and was soon 
pulling away for a bid to pick up the 
$1,000 Pro purse. But Baker's Pro 
class reign was cut short when his 
Yamaha broke a rod, forcing him to 
retire from the race and leaving the 
checkered flag for Gary Semics. 

The $600 second prize went to Don 
Griewe with Duane Summers pick- 
ing up $400 for third place. Summers 
was followed in by Don Hoover, 
Mike Alexander and Eddie Ogden. 

Baker came on strong again in 
Sunday's 250cc race. The start was 
delayed until 12.30 p.m. to allow the 
local residents to make it to the race 
after church, and there was a large 
crowd lining the streets to watch as 





theriders prepared for the live engine 
start. 

Baker shot into the lead as the start- 
ing flag dropped and made short 
work of the first loop, turning in a 
time of just over nine-and-a-half 
minutes and building up a lead of 
more than 20 seconds over Charlie 
Morris, Jr. who had his Suzuki in 
second. Alexander was in third com- 
ing out of loop one, with Ogden and 
Kenji Gauthier close behind. 

Gauthier put in a fast second lap 
and worked his way up to third over- 
all and was locked in a back-and- 
forth battle with Alexander for the 
remainder of the race. 

But out in front, Baker could not 
be caught. Morris couldn't make up 
any time on the Yamaha rider, and 
Baker took the win after five laps 
with more than a minute to spare. 

Second-place finisher Morris said, 

"I was running about fifth off the 
start when we got to the end of the 
pavement and I just started catching 
up. 
Third in the 250cc race went to 
Alexander, who described the course 
as, "a bit chewed up," with Gauthier 
just a few feet back in fourth. “I had 
no idea where I was going because I 
only got here this morning and didn't 
get to ride the course before the race,” 
said Gauthier. "I basically didn't 
want to crash, so I was taking it 
easy." 

Rick James put in a rapid run at 
the head of the Amateur 250cc pack 
and had his Kawasaki out in front of 
the class in 14th overall at the end of 
the first loop. James continued to 
lead the next three loops and worked 
his way up into ninth overall before 
being passed right on the finish line 
by Amateur rival Bob Loflin. 

Mark Brakebill took the honors in 
the 250cc Novice divison, just ahead 
of Cale Jardine, who was covered in 
mud from head to foot after misjudg- 
ing his landing. 

“I lucked out and got a good start, 
and I didn’t let too many people past 
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Don Griewe rode his Husky to the Open Expert win on the seven-and-a- 
half mile course; over 600 riders entered the event. 





me,” said Brakebill. “I loved the 
course. There were a lot of great 
whoop-de-doos."' 

The Open class race started just 
after 3 p.m. on Sunday and saw Baker 
take another early lead. At the end of 
loop one, Baker had his Yamaha out 
in front by 24 seconds over Honda's 
Randy Morales with Don Griewe and 
Dan Ashcraft in hot pursuit. 

Baker maintained a steady 15 second 
lead throughout the next three loops, 
while Morales, Griewe and Ashcraft 
locked in a fierce battle for second. 

Fifth overall was in the hands of 
Team Husky's Paul Krause, who got 
off to a slow start after his 430cc 
Husky overheated waiting for the 
delayed start. Krause was pushing 
hard to make up the lost time and had 
his work cut out, holding off a strong 
challenge from Mike McDonald's 
Kawasaki, which was back in sixth 
overall. 

Kenny Parry put in a fast run in the 
opening loops and rocketed into fifth 
overall but disappeared from the lead- 
ing bunch after collapsing his front 
fork in loop four. 

When the one-and-a-half hours of 
racing was over, Baker's lead had 
been cut back to 10 seconds, but the 
red and white 250 was still out in 
front and took the checkered flag in 
the Open class race. 

Shortly after finishing, Baker ap- 
proached officials from the organiz- 
ing club to tell them that his Yamaha 
had a stock 250cc engine and there- 
fore could not legally be scored in the 
Open class. Baker said he wanted to 
disqualify himself from the Open 
class race in fairness to the other 
riders. 

'The first official Open class rider 
to cross the finish line was Griewe 
who assumed the overall win after 
Baker stepped down. Griewe was fol- 
lowed in by Team Honda riders Ash- 
craft and Morales. 

“I knew there could only be one 
person out there going that fast," 
said Griewe. "I caught up to him a 
couple of times in the rough stuff, 
and I knew it had to be Baker that was 
ahead of me, because I was riding my 
butt off and could only just see him. 
That guy is really fast!" 

Second place finisher Dan Ashcraft, 





who didn't ride the course before- 
hand, said, “Baker and Griewe were 
ahead of me and I could tell that they 
knew where they were going. I would 
go right into all the whoops and 
they'd make up time going around 
the side. Knowing the course gave 
them a big advantage.” 

Ashcraft's Honda teammate Randy 
Morales took third overall. "I did 
great in the motocross section at first, 
but the bike wore me out in that stuff 
after a while," said Morales. “The 
whole course was a real handful. It 
was pretty rough and I'm still a bit 
tired from yesterday's Parker 400, but 
I had a good time and ГЇЇ be back 
next year." 

Fourth overall went to Team Hus- 
ky's Paul Krause, who was happy 
just to finish the race after his recent 
streak of mechanical bad luck. “They 
kept holding the start up, and my 
bike heated up and wouldn't go into 
gear by the time they let us go, so I 
had to eat everyone's dust," said 
Krause. "But after that things were 
okay.” 

Terry Altmann was the first Open 
Novice to cross the finish. 

The Senior class saw the honors go 
to Nate Sciacqua, just ahead of Dave 
Kersting and Larry Gordon, with 
Mike Sixbery taking the checkered 
flag in the Vet class, ahead of Mike 
McDoers. 

Eric Hallgath overalled the 125cc 
division, with Keith Semm in second 
and Gene Elzenberger in third. Joanna 
Brownell was the first woman to 
cross the finish line, with Vicki Scott 
and Lisa Bonacarti taking second 
and third. .

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Christopher Trickle (70) and Grayson Goodman (491) had a close battle 
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for the victory in the first 125cc Junior Division Two moto. 


the 125cc Beginner Division One class. 
Kawasaki led the first moto, only to 
crash on the last lap and drop back to 
second place behind Hedding. Kawa- 
saki and Hedding had a fierce battle 
for the lead in moto two, but Kawa- 
saki came up with the moto win and 
the overall victory. 

In the 125cc Junior Division One 
ranks Mark Easley snapped off a 
couple of good rides to ace that div- 
ision with a 1-1 score. 

Mark Alvarez grabbed the holeshot 
in the first 250cc Beginner Division 
One moto with Michael O'Brien, 
Ronnie Holman and Jeff Gagnon 
close behind on lap one. 

On lap two O'Brien turned up the 
pressure on Alvarez and was able to 
jam his way past, only to crash a few 
turns later and drop back. When 
O'Brien crashed he left Alvarez, Gag- 
non and Holman to battle for the 
lead, all three riders were very close 
with only a couple of bike lengths 
separating them. 

Alvarez made a mistake on lap 
three and that was all that Gagnon 
needed to find a way by.

O'Brien had no problems after lap 
two and cruised home for the win, 
but his 6-1 score only netted him 
third overall.

The harsh weather conditions 
didn't chill the enthusiasm of the 
North Americans as they went 
through their training sessions. Per- 
haps they were helped by the fact that 
Pieper hails from Denver, Colorado, 
Goldsmith from Walled Lake, Mich- 
igan, and veteran Camel Pro Series 
dirt tracker Jon Cornwell lives in 
Georgetown, Ontario, Canada. 

On January 17-18 the trio headed 
to Finland to watch another World 
Championship Quarter Final round 
where they met the reigning World 
Champion, Jurij Ivanov from the 
Soviet Union. 

'The North Americans headed home 
with newly purchased Jawas to further 
develop and perfect the racing tech- 
nique and technical expertise they 
learned from the world's best in 
Sweden. 

Their goal? To enter World Cham- 
pionship Ice Race competition in 
1988. That, like the first laps they 
took on January 8, will make motor- 
sport history. e

McElroy, Reinholt, 
Hoover haul at

Brian McElroy overtook Jeff Frisz’s lead in

Honda riders Rob Andrews and 
and Mark Banks, both British 
citizens and the sons of famous 
international motocrossers of 


the 60s, rode to the win and place 
positions in the Open Pro class at the 
SMX meet at Perris Raceway.

Yamaha rider Cauby edged Berg at 
the checkers to take third overall.

Semics placed 
second overall with Tony Spear third 
overall on a borrowed Yamaha. 

Suzuki stylist Willy Musgrave kept 
cool and consistent to claim the 125cc 
Pro class overall victory with a 2-2 
moto score.

Springlike weather and roosty, 
loamy sand made for spectacu- 
larracing at Albany Supercross.
